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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of Group I, claims 1-5, in the reply filed on 10 March 2009 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Oath/Declaration 

2. The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1 .67(a) identifying this application by application number and filing date is 
required.

(g) BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION. 

(h) BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE SEVERAL VIEWS OF THE DRAWING(S).

Claim Objections 

4. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: typo error, line 1 , "A 
page-cleaning" should be "A pipe-cleaning". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

7. The claim limitation "support means" uses the phrase "means for" or "step for", 
but it is modified by some structure, material, or acts recited in the claim. It is unclear 
whether the recited structure, material, or acts are sufficient for performing the claimed 
function which would preclude application of 35 U.S.C. 112, sixth paragraph, because 
the means-plus-function limitation is modified by the structure "being provided over 
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substantially the entire length of the body" and "a plurality of arrays of collapsible 
support elements extending in longitudinal direction of the body". 

8. If applicant wishes to have the claim limitation treated under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, sixth 
paragraph, applicant is required to amend the claim so that the phrase "means for" or 
"step for" is clearly not modified by sufficient structure, material, or acts for performing 
the claimed function. 

9. If applicant does not wish to have the claim limitation treated under 35 U.S.C. 
112, sixth paragraph, applicant is required to amend the claim so that it will clearly not 
be a means (or step) plus function limitation (e.g., deleting the phrase "means for" or 
"step for"). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 0. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

1 1 . Claims 1-3 and 5, as well as understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Arx (USP 3,525,1 1 1 ). Arx discloses a pipe-cleaning device 
comprising cutting head 20 for cutting away material on the interior of a pipe W, the 
cutting head 20 rotatably mounted a body 50, a drive means 30 for rotating the cutting 
head 20 with respect to the body 50, supporting means 10 for supporting the body 50 
on the interior of a pipe W, wherein the cutting head 10 is provided with collapsible 
cutting elements 209 which extend in radial direction of the cutting head 20 and are 
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inwardly collapsible with respect to the circumference of the body 50, a plurality of 
support elements 105 inwardly collapsible with respect to the circumference of the body 
50 against an action of a resilient member 114, wherein support elements comprises 
three wheels 105 which is rotatably mounted on collapsible arms 104, wherein the 
resilient member is a pull spring 114, (note Fig. 1-4, col. 3, line 13 to col. 4, line 24). 
Allowable Subject Matter 

12. Claim 4 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

1 3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
